Fifty or sixty years ago, almost 
everyw here the thought of the re ­ 
formation of crim inals was held 
to be an idle dream. A popular 
saying w as “Once a thief, always 
a thief.” All that the law could do 
was to catch the crim inal, try him 
and send him to prison 
for 
as 
long a term as possible, and be on 
the lookout for him afterw ards. 
But m uch social progress has been 
made since those 
days, and 
we 
know now 
that with 
the 
right 
treatm ent m any crim inals especi­ 
ally first offenders, m ay be re­ 
claimed to society as good citizens. 
One method which 
has 
been 
adopted for this purpose is w hat 
is called the “Indeterm inate S en­ 
tence and Parole.” This 
m eans 
that instead of going for a fixed 
term , the convicted person m ust 
rem ain in prison not less than the 
m inim um and not more than the 
m axim um prescribed by law for 
his offense. As soon as the m ini­ 
m um term has expired, the pris­ 
oner becomes eligible for parole. 
During his stay in prison, he 
has been taught to work and 
if 
he was illiterate, to 
read 
and 
write. Influences for good 
have 
been used upon him. If his rec­ 
ord in prison is good, both for 
work and education, and he has 
some good place to go w here he 
may earn his living, he is releas­ 
ed on his parole. That m eans his 
promise to keep out of bad com ­ 
pany, to earn his living and to re­ 
port regularly to an officer, who 
will watch over him and see that 
he keeps his word. If he fails, if 
he goes wrong, then he may be 
returned to prison to serve the rest 
of his sentence, of the m axim um 
term without any new trial. 
This plan w as first confined to 
w hat we call reform atories. That 
is prison for first offenders whose 
future is the most hopeful. 
But 
now in many states, the convicts 
in the state prison are treated in 
the sam e way. 
W herever, 
this 
plan has been faithfully carried 
out, and w here the parole officers 
have been people 
of 
the 
right 


and would authorize the state to 
take over all public

'T 'H E R E aren't any official statis- 
-*• tics that we know of. so we're 
perfectly safe in saying that babies 
constitute the largest single group 
of snapshot subjects 
It's perfectly reasonable that this 
should be so; for we snapshoot those 
things ir. which we are most inter­ 
ested. For another thing, babies 
make ideal subjects, because they 
don't pose. They’re always natural. 
There are baby pictures and baby 
pictures, of course. Some arouse 
spontaneous enthusiasm; others are 
merely records, without much ap­ 
peal. 
W hat's the essential difference be- 
tween the good and the merely so-so 
baby pictures. Usually you’ll find, 
the good pictures show infants doing 
something — crawling, chewing 
a 
doll, wrestling with toes, or even in­ 
dulging in a real good cry. The 
merely so-so pictures give us only 
recognizable glimpses of babies do­ 
ing nothing much at ail. 
Of course, it's possible to take a 
picture of a sleeping baby and get a 
charming result. Hut to do this, the 
camera work must be unusual. Very 
well, what about the technic of baby 
pictures? 
First, you'll need to have light 
enough for action 
pictures

babies stay still long enough for 
time exposures Out-of-doors, you'll 
have no trouble at all working In 


open shade or out in the full light, 
providing it’s not so bright that it 
casts unpleasantly sharp shadows or 
causes the baby to squint Use the 
regular snapshot 
time and

This time of year, of course, it 
may be mcr*> convenient to work in­ 
doors Ore of the easiest ways to 
take baby pictures Indoors, during 
the daytime, is to get the subject 
fairly close to a big window (not 
necessarily a sunny one) and then 
use a photoflood-type lamp to light 
up the side of your subject that's 
away from the window. A photoflood 
bulb in one of those inexpensive re­ 
flectors will be found very handy for 
this and other indoor shots.

there’s a lot of light coming from the 
window, you’ll be able to use a regu­ 
lar snapshot exposure.
